An hour 
before tbe senate convened elaborate 
and beautiful floral pieces began to be 
piled on and around the senator's desk 
OD« of the handsomest pieces was a 
jbuge keystone areb of white immor- 
telles, the keystone being of deep red 
Immortelle*. 
It was several feet IE 


height. 
Tint flowers came to the Cap- 


itol literally by the wagon load, and it 
wa» found Impossible to display all ot 
them In the senate chamber. Many of 
them were allowed to remain la the 
senate corridors. 


Just befor* tbe aerate convened, Mr. 


Quay entered the chamber. As he waa 
recognized tremendous applause swept 
over the crowded galleries. It was pro- 
longed for t uU balf minute.

Mr. Quay was receiving tbe cordial con- 
gratulations of bis colleagues on the 
floor of the senate. 


The brief ceremony of administering 


to him the oath-ef office passed without 
special event.

New York, Jan. IS.—Ex-President 


Grover Cleveland was the principal 
speaker at the annual dinner of the Hol- 
land society of J^ew York at thf Wal- 
dorf-Astoria last evening. 
This is tlia 


16th year in which the descendants of 
the Knickerbocker founders of New 
York ha\e dined together, and have 
dwelt in loving reraembwnce on ihe 
deeds and virtues of their ancestors. 
Mr. Cleveland responded to the toast: 
'•Dutch Dikes and Dames." 
He said: 


"It has been my lot to be much on tlie 


sober side of life, and to feel the pres- 
sure of great responsibilities. Besides, 
I believe it sometimes happens that an 
excess of light-hearted gayety creates 
a condition of popular thought and im- 
pulse that may profitably be steadied 
by sedate suggestions and the ezpres- ( 
sion of conservative sentiment—even 
though it aiay be called sermonizing. 
At any rate, I am quite willing to take 
an humble place among the sermoniiers 
in this time of headlong national h<>ed- 
lessncss, and to invoke the cultivation 
anr saving graces of Dutch conserv- 
atism. 
It is the kind of conservatism 


in which our constitution had its birth 
and which has thus far been the source 
of our nation's safety and strength— 
the conservatism of justice, of honor, 
of honesty, of industry, of frugality and 
of contented homes. 
' 


"In this assemblage of those who 


know so well the meaning of these 
things, 
the 
question is suggested 


whether in present circumstances this 
conservatism characterizes 
the con- 


duct or guides the seutiments of our 
people. 
There can be but one answer 


to this question. 
Conservatism has 


in a great degree been jauntily cast 
aside, or condom ned as opposed to our 
«ountry's welfare and glory. A strange 
voyage has been entered upon, without 
count of cost and without ehai* or 
compass. 
The tried and sure founda- 


tion of our liberty and national tra- 
ditions has been relaxed, and satis- 
faction with our country's mission has 
been undermined. The restraints and 
limitations of our constitution have be- 
come galling and irksome under the 
temptations of national greed and ag- 
grandizement. 
Our old love of peace, 


honor and justice has been weakened 
and frugality and contentment are not [ 
now traits inseparable from American ' 
character. 
' 


"Thirty years after the war for tho 


preservation of the Union a treaty of 
arbitration was formulated between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
which, if completed, would have gone 
far towards removing every pretext of 
war between the two countries. 
This 


treaty failed of confirmation iU the sen- 
ate of the United States, 
Less than j 


five years passed, and these English-' 
speaking champions of peace and arbi- 
tration are still operating in parallel 
lines—one in the Philippines and the 
other in South Africa—but no longer 
for peace and arbitration. 
Both are 


killing natives In an effort to t»ossess 
their lands 


"This indicates a sad relapse, and in 


our case it is a most serious one. 
If 


England succeeds in her attempt in 
South Africa, she will but add another 
to her similar acquisitions; a brave peo- 
ple will be Subjugated and, becausfe of 
our enaggement in a similar venture in 
another quarter, they will miss the 
expressions 
of American sympathy 


which we are accustomed to pytend to 
those who struggle for national life 
and independence. 


"On the other hand, with success in 


our subjugating effort, a new, untried 
and exceedingly perilous situation will 
be forced upon us. 
We can conquer 


the Philippines, aad after ronquering 
them can probably govern them. It is 
in the strain upon our institutions, the 
demoralizing of our people, the eva- 
sion of our constitutional limitations 
and the perversion of our national mis- 
sion that our danger lies. 
As a dis- 


tinguished bishop has said: 'The ques- 
tion is not what wo shall do with the 
Philippines, but what the Philippines 
will do with us.' 


"Our country will never be the same 


again. 
For weal or vroe, we have al- 


ready irrevocably passed beyond the 
old lines. 
The republic will in some 


sort be saved. 
Sball it be only in name 


and semblance, with fair external ap- 
pearance, but with the germs of decay 
fastened upon its vitalbV. 
Or shall il 


through changes still survive in such 
vigor and strength as to remain the 
hope and pride of free Americans? 


"The problem Is a momentous one. 


Its 
solution depends upon the extent 


to which the old patriotism and good 
sense of our countrymen can be res- 
cued from impending dangers. 
Thus 


these arc sober days for thoughtful 
citizens—days for preaching—days for 
sermonizing. 
If we are to bo saved 


from disaster, it must be through the 
eultivation and enforceiuen.t of that 
port of r-r.nB("wrnH»in tliat sliorM flnil 
ft congenial home In the Holland so- 
liety."

How Water Cam»«» at Fire. 


i One would hardly believe that a bot- 
tle- of water ''•taodlng harmlessly on ' 
* table could be tbe cause of a fire. | 
Nevertbeltes such 1* the case. In my ; 
laboratory the other day I detected tbe 
odor of burning wood and, seeking the ' 
cause, noticed. a tiny wreath of smoke 
riling from the counter. Setting aside 
* flask of water that stead close by I 
sponged «ver the burning spot with a 
damp cloth. Shortly/ -after I again de- 
tected tbe odor of burning wood, when, 
to my surprise, I discovered another 
burning spot on the table close to tbe 
water flask. Tbe flask was' standing 
In the sunlight, thereby concentrating , 
tbe rays to a focus on tbe top of tbe' 
table, acting in this case as a burning , 
glass. A handful of highly combusti- 
ble material was thrown over the burn- j 
ing spot, catching fire almost immedi- 
ately. 
I cite this iastance merely as a warn- 


ing to chemists and apothecaries, who 
may net realize bow easily a fire may 
be started in their storerooms by the 
sun flhiul&g through bottles, flasks and 
carboys of liquid, converting them tot 
tl»e time being into burning glasses of 
great power. I have in mind now the 
instance of a fire originating in a 
storeroom from this cause.—New York 
Xinua.

North Adams can't get deadlocked

strikes at. Our charter makes the 
mayor solely .-fEponsibte for the whole 
business except the city clerk and our j 
energies on city election day are free 
to choose a mairor that is -svorthi',o£ the 
responsibility- 


The council elects our city clerk, who 


ie also the clerk of the council- We 
have an excellent clerk and no one 
thinks of ousting him. 


Our tax collector is our city treasur- 


er, combining, at it should bs combined, 
the collecting and paying out of money, 
and we have a competent official. No 
one has thought of disturbing him. 


We have no board of public works- 


We had one, but we killed it. A three- 
headed board, appearing: perfect in 
theory, was not good in practice- We 
have a single commisisoner, appointed 
by the mayor who is responsible. 


Concurrent ballot, joint baiiot, double- 


headed legislative branches, boards of 
aldermen with councils and multiform 
elections are the commonl nuisances of 
city government. The right principle is 
a single council to legislate and an ab- 
soiuteiy responsible mayor to execute.

Quietly 
not a little informal discussion is going 
oil to make sentiment which will Justi- 
fy the public man in limiting his ex- 
penses at Washington to his salary, 
writes the St. Louis Globe-Democrat's 
correspondent. One who came to the 
capital to take a high position went out 
wittf "the madame" to engage a fur- 
nished bouse commensurate In Its sur- 
roundings and appointments with the 
official status he was to occupy. When 
the rigbt thing had been located aad 
the terms had been made, he discover- 
ed that he would be paying for bouse 
rent alone the full amount of his salary 
less $75.

Of course there will always be hu- 


man moths caught by tbe glare. But 
the tendency ts toward a more honest 
and healthy condition in social matters 
at Washington. 
Official society has 


ceased to be the whole thing. Many 
wealthy people, retired from active 
business, have come to the national 
capital to live and to marry their sons 
and daughters. 
They are 
forming 


their own social circles. Their long 
purses are supplying the opportunities 
for display. The time was when an 
administration felt that upon It rested 
the whole responsibility for the Wash- 
ington social season. Cabinet houses 
were places of general entertainment. 
When a president selected bis advisers, 
he thought he was compelled to take 
into account their.ability to sustain 
him in a social way. That time ia 
passing. 
Official society is only part 


of Washington social life. The formal- 
ities are observed, but the functions 
are- no longer mobiike.- Tbe reception 
to which everybody was invited and 
at which small fortunes were spent 
has passed. Tbe,officials of tbe na- 
tional capital are gradually coming to a 
more simple and rational performance 
of social obligations, and sentiment 
sustains the tendency.

Here i-.-rriy aud to Stay. 


In the very oldest fossil bearing rock* 


co Insects are found. The very oldest 
fossil is a kind of polyp, making reefs 
of limestone when as yet the insects 
had not appeared, and it "flourished" 
in Canada. 


The first insect known to have exist- 


ed, a creature of sncli vast antiquity 
that it deserves all the respect which 
the parvenu man can summon and of- 
fer to it, was—a cockroach. This, the 
father of all black beetles, probably 
walked on tbe earth in solitary magnifi- 
cence when not only kitchens, but even 
kitchen middens, were undreamed of 
possibly millions of years before neo- 
lithio man had even a back cave to of 
fer, with the'remains of last night's 
supper, for the cockroach of the period 
to enjoy. His discovery established the 
fact that in the Silurian period there 
were insects, though, as the only piece 
of his remains found was a whig, then- 
has been room for dispute as to the ex- 
act species. 


Mr. Goss in his preface to the second 


edition of his book notes says that 
what is probabl.tr a still older insect has? 
been found iu the lower Silurian in 
Swe^oi. This was not a cockroach, but 
apparently something worse. If the 
Latin name, frotocimex sllurius/be lit- 
erally translated it means the original 
Silurian bug.—Spectator.

Anltualc Without F««t. 


Tbe hoofed animals, like tbo horse 


and the stag, have, strictly speaking, 
no feet, for they walk on tbeir nails, 
and their feet have become part of their 
legs. The advantage seems to be a 
lengthening of the stride, just as a 
trained athlete learns to run on his toes 
to Increase his pace. There is also the 
further advantage of no soft part to 
be injured by contact with the ground. 
Some monkeys have four hands, which 
must be a great advantage in climbing. 
Tbe absence of legs as well as feet is 
an advantage to many animals that 
have to ^travel rapidly through the 
water or between the branches of trees 
or other obstructions. 


Legs would be but an obstruction to 


the tadpole while he swims by means 
of his powerful tail, but when" be 
leaves the water legs and feet become 
an advantage. So the snake is able 
to creep through underwood and into 
small holes with far greater ease with- 
out legs, and even the slow worm 
which seems such a helpless an'.mal OB 
flat ground, can creep through a hedge 
with remarkable ease and speed. The 
rudiments of legs are to be found In 
many snakes, so that there can be but 
little doubt that the absence of legs 
has proved an advantage and that 
natural selection has removed them.

There arc only two directions In 


which the muzzle of a gun can safely be 
pointed; these are up or down. A shot 
fired in air can scarcely injure any 
one or anything and one discharg- 
ed into the ground is equally barm- 
less 
Therefore, in all the different 


positions which the gun assumes, see 
that it is pointed either up or down. 


Sometimes a man will be seen who 


carries bis gun reversed, holding it by 
the muzzle while the fore end rests 
on the shoulder and the stock projects 
behind. 
Happily, this practice Is not 


common, for U is extremely dangerous, 
and many men have been killed by 
carrying their guns In this way. If a 
man stumbles or steps in a hole or 
catches his foot on a root and falls, hi a 
gun will very likely be thrown for- 
ward with the muzzle directly toward 
bis body and may easily enough be 'dis- 
charged. 


Sometimes one may see a boy or 


even a man who will carry the gun 
across the back of the neck, with one 
arm over the stock and the other over 
the barrels, sometimes with the band 
resting on the muzzle. This is certain 
to give a very uncomfortable feeling 
to any one who happens to be walking 
by the side of the person carrying his 
gun in this, fashion and opposite the 
.muzzle end. 
While the danger of a 


discharge la.perhaps not great. It Is un- 
pleasant to be walking along with a 
gun pointed at your neck or head.— 
Forest and Stream.

Whenever Mr. Armour had any com- 


ments to make on travel, business, 
politics or religion they have always 
been terse and to the point, but be 
never was anxious to take the public 
into his confidence. He was one of 
the leading members of the Chicago 
Commercial club and had seldom been 
absent from its dinners, but no one can 
recall him as an after dinner speaker. 


Mr. Armour's pet projects in phiian- 


thropby were the Armour institute, a 
echool of technology, and the Armour 
mission, an unsectariau institution, 
whose object is to promote the phys- 
ical,.

He told me that 
the contractors advised a postpone- 
ment of worji for a year or so. and I 
agreed.

In the meantime I 
will kind of struggle along, leaving the 
other peoplev to do the talking—and 
perhaps the walking—while Armour & 
Co. do the business." He then resumed 
his interrupted task of filling out an 
order for a new suit of clothes for a 
clerk who seemed to deserve a reward 
for his exceptional services.

PAINT ON INDIAN FACES. 


Nearly All of It Means Something to 


ThOBe Initiated. 


The fact of the matter is that every 


paint mark on an Indian's face is a 
sign with a definite meaning which 
other Indians may read> When an In- 
dian puts on his full war paint, he 
decks himself not only with bis own 
Individual honors and distinctions won 
by his own bravery, but also with the 
special honors of his family or tribe. 
He may possess one mark of distinc- 
tion only or many. In fact, he may be 
so well off in this respect that, like 
some English noblemen, he is able to 
don a new distinction for e^ery occa- 
sion. Sometimes lie will wear aii bis 
honors at one time. 


Among the Indian tribes is one desig- 


nated by the symbol of the dogfish, 
painted in red on the face. Tbe vari- 
ous parts of the fish are scattered 
beterogeneously on the surface of the 
face; the peculiarly long snout is paint- 
ed on the forehead, the gills are repre- 
sented by two curved lines below the 
eyes, while the tail Is shown as cut in 
two and hanging from either nostril.

ning, only more so. 


That Is to say that the same brilliant 


spectacles, the same swelling choruses, 
the same elaborate firure asnces, and 
the same pr-n y s*orr that delighted 
last year's audiences, were all presented 
again on the st,*so of the Richmond, 
But to say that it was in every resnect 
the same "Zepbra," would be an in- 
justice.

Section 2. Any voter desiring to vote 


for all the candidates of any political 
party named m the list described in 
section 1 of this act, may. if he so de- 
sires, isaks a. cross (X) in the square 
at the right of the party n&me, and any 
ballot so marked shall be counted for 
all thJ candidates of that political 
party whose names appear upon tho 
ballot.
